Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 9 and 10, filed on May 15, 2007, with respect to 
claims 1 -41 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Claims 1-19 have been 
cancelled, thus the rejection of claims 1-19 has been withdrawn. As discussed below, 
claims 20 - 41 are in condition for allowance.
